Appeal 


1.  This  Act  may  be  called- the  Andhra  Pi-desh 
Assigned  Lands  (ProhiDition  of 'Transfers)  Amendment 
Act,  1989. 

2.  In  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Assigned  Lands  (Prohi- 
bition of  Transfers)  Act,  1977  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  principal  Act),  in  section  4,— 

(1)  in  subjection  (1)  for  the  word  “Tahsildar”, 
the  words  ‘'Mandat  Kevenue  Officer”  shall  be  suosti- 
tuted; 

(ii)  in  suo-seciion  (2),  for  the  expression  “Any 
order  passed  u..ocr  suo-acciion  (!)*’, -the  expression 
“Any  order  passed  in  revision  under  section  4-B  and 
subject  to  such  order,  the  decision  in  appeal  under 
section  4A  and  subject  to  the  said  orders  in  revision 
and  appeal,  any  order  passed  under  sab-section  (l)/*f 
shall  be  substituted. 

3.  After  section  4 of  the  principal  Act,  the  follow- 
ing sections  shall  be  inserted,  namely:— 

4A  (1)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order 
passed  by  the  Mandal  Revenue  Officer  under  sub- 
section U)  of  section  4,  may,  within  ninety-  days  from 
the  uaie  of  receipt  by  him  of  such  order  appeal  to  the 
Revenue  Divisional  Officer. 

(2)  Any  . person  aggrieved  by  an  order  passed  by 
the  Revenue  Divisional  officer  under  subjection  (1)  of 
section  4 may,  within  ninety  - days  from  the  date  of 
receipt  by  him  of  such  order  appeal  to  the  ' District- 
Collector. 


Revision:  4B  (1 ) The  District  Collector  may  in  - 

respect  of  any  proceeding  not  being  a proceeding  cove- 
red by  subjection  (2)  of  section.  4A  on  an  application 
made  to  him  and  the  Government  may  in  respect  of  any 
proceedings  either  suo  motu  or  on  an  application  made 
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to  t&m,  call  for- and  examine  the  record  of  any  officer 
subordinate  tp  him  or  them  to  satisfy  himself  or  them- 
selves as  to  the  regularity  of  such  proceeding  or  the  cor- 
rectness, legality  or  propriety  of  any  decision  or  order 
taken  or  passed  therein,  and  if  in  any  case,  it  appears 
to  the  District  Collector  or  as  the  case  may  be  to  the 
. Government  that  any  such  decision  or  order  should  be 
« modified,  annulled,  reversed  or  remitted  for  re-conside- 
ration, they  may  pass  orders  accordingly : 

- Provided  that  every  application  for  the  exercise 
§ of  the  powers  under  this  section  shall  be  preferred 
within  ninety  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  procee- 
ding decision  or  order  to  which  the  application  relates 
was  communicated  to  the  applicant. 

(2)  No  order  adversely  affecting  any  person  shall 
be  passed  under  sub-secdon  (1 ),  unless  such  person  has 
been  given  an  opportunity  pf  making  his  representation. 

(3)  The  District  Collector  or  the  Government,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  also  suspend  the  execution  df  the 
decision  or  order  pending  exercise  of  their  power  under 
sub-section  (1).”.

arrest  of  the  said  person  ■ and  on  his 
appearance  commit  him  to  close  custody 
in  the  office  of  the  Collector  or  of  any 
Mandal  Revenue  Officer  for  such  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  as  may  be 
necessary  to  prevent  the  continuance'  of 
such  obstruction  or  resistance  or  -^niay  . 
send  him  with  a warrant  in  the  form  of 
schedule  for  imprisonment  in  - the  civil 
jail  of  the  . District  for  the  like 
period: 

Provided  that  no  person  so  committed 
or  imprisoned  under  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  under  Central 
sections  183,  186  or  188-  of  the  Indian 
Penal  Code  in  respect  of  the  sained  1360. 
facts  *

(3)  Any  person  who  unauthorisedly 
re-enters  and  occupies  any  land  from 
which  he  was  evicted  under  this  section, 
shall  be  punished _with  imprisonment  for_ 
a terra  which  may 'extend  upto  six  months 
or  with  fine  upto  rupees  five  thousand 
or  with  both-"  and; 

(iii)  the  existing  sub-sections  (2) 
and  (3)  shall  be  re-numbered  as  sub- 
sections (4)  and  (3)  thereof.
